ee country is agreeably diversified with hill and dale; and except where 

the axe and the plough have been employed, is covered with vast and 
majestic forests. Rivers and creeks intersect the region in every direction. The 
intervals are very fertile; and, on the borders of the rivers and crecks, the bottom- 
lands are from half a mile to a mile and a half, and sometimes more, in width, 
with great depth of soil.”’ 


So wrote Thaddeus Mason Hartis, author of THE JOURNAL OF A TOUR, 
when he made’a ‘trip into Ohio in the spring of 1803. Beaver, buffalo, deer, 
elk, and bear roamed the forests and the broad meadows. There were many 
smaller animals and several hundred species of bird life, including wild swans, 
geese and ducks. An abundance of fish rounded out the wild life of a region 
which was a veritable hunter's paradise. 


The timber from the forests furnished building material, and the fertile soil 
produced food in abundance. It would seem that these Ohio pioneers of 1803 
would have been fully occupied with the tasks of clearing the land and building 
their cabins. Yet, busy as they were, they established a government, and Ohio 
became the first state carved from the Northwest ‘Territory. 
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Ohio's first capitol building was erected at Chillicothe in 1801, two years before the state was 
admitted to the Union. The edifice was the first built of stone in the Northwest Territory. 
The convention that framed the Constitution of Ohio met here in November 1802. In April, 
1803, the first State Legislature convened here. using these premises until 1810, 
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AANKING thirty-fourth in area and fifth in population, the Buckeye State 

of today may be described as a cross section of American commerce, 

industry, and agriculture. Ohio’s wealth lies in’its natural resources, its great 

industrial centers, its vast and fertile plains, and in its hilly sections where 
mining is extensive. 


‘The state's manufacturing and production facilities put it first in an extraordin- 
ary variety of products and enterprises —- machine tools, rubber, ceramics, nuts 
and bolts, matches, oilcloth, bicycles, cranes, derricks, playing cards, china, soap, 
safes, and vaults. It ranks second in the production of automobile parts, paper 
boxes, and blast furnace products: third in paints, varnishes, and lighting fix- 
tures, fourth in chemicals, aviation, and men’s clothing; fifth in footwear. 


Ohio is rich in mineral resources — coal, shale, limestone, sandstone, marl, peat. 
gypsum, salt, and petroleum and it 1s a leading producer of brick and tile, 
pottery, and steel. Much of the United £ ates flows through Ohio, and the state 
excels in transportation facilities. The story of Ohio is the romance of empire 
building — the story of stout men’and brave women who from a savage wilder- 
ness made a great state. 
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Today's Ohio State House at Columbus is the second one located on this site. Completed in 
1859, it required 20 years to build and cost approximately $1,350.000. The building is of 
severe Doric design, made of limestone from the Marble Cliff quarries. and erected by prison labor. 
In 1899 the Judicial Building was built east of the main structure, and. in 1929, demands for 
more office space led to’ the construction of the state office building nearby,

is perched a bronze eagle. Its interior 
appointments are impressive as well as 
utilitarian and also, depict in their proper 
places much of the history of the area. 


The former courthouse building (cen- 
ter), situated on the northwest corner of 
Painesville City Park, has been Paines- 
ville’s municipal headquarters for nearly a 
half century. This building’s architec- 
tural worth is exemplified by the fact 
that a record of its exact plans and ap- 
pearance have been preserved in the Library 
of Congress by the Department of the 
Interior for reference by future generations. 
This Greek Revival structure, erected in 
1842, is crowned by a dome with a cir- 
cular cupola of columns. 


Stepping back still farther into the past, 
we have record of Lake County’s first and 
second court house buildings. 


The Jower picture is an etching by 
Painesville’s prominent artist of the past, 
William Lathrop, and shows the first court 
house built in this section in 1806 at 
“New Market.’"’ This area was then

A STORY OF STABLE GROWTH 


Growth in Lake County during 
the past two decades has kept sta- 
tisticians In a tizzy. The commun- 
ity’s proximity to major markets, 
its excellent rail, truck and lake 
transportation, and its chemical re- 
sources have contributed greatly to 
its astounding deve elopment. 


Significant is the fact that dur- 
ing this period the number of Lake 
Countians classified as “rural 
farm” has dropped from 50 to 7 
percent of the population. Con- 
currently, Lake became the fastest 
growing county in Ohio with a 
Jump of population of 82.5 per 
cent since 1940. As of mid-year, 


1953, estimates show 91,327 per- 
sons living in the state’s smallest 
county area-wise (232 square 
miles).

1896. The Cleveland, Paines- 
ville and Eastern Railroad 
continued its operation, ex- 
tended on to Painesville and 
Ashtabula, until 1926 when 
it ceased operations and sold 
its power department to The 
Illuminating Co. 
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J. W. Penfield and Son were 
prominent in the develop- 
ment of Willoughby’s earlier 
industries, t h e American 
Clay - Working Machinery 
Company. Over-expansion 
of this business ended its ex- 
istence in 1927. Today the 
plant houses the Victor R. 
Browning and Company, 
Inc., manufacturers of cranes. 
hoists and power shovels. 
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Lake County’s western-most 
community of Wickliffe is 
also one of its fastest growing 
communities. Pictured here is 
its former city hall building, 
now replaced by a modern 
village hall and adjacent fire 
headquarters building, 
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Willoughby Collegiate Insti- 
tute was built in 1859 some- 
what as a successor to the 
Female Seminary which was 
destroyed by fire in 1856, 
and later moved to Painesville 
to become Lake Erie College. 
The Institute thrived -for 
only 20 years, reaching its 
peak enrollment of 250 in 
1866 and going out of ex- 
istence in 1880, 
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Lubrizol Corporation, an 
outgrowth of the Graphite 
Oil Products Company 
founded in 1928, occupies 
45 acres in the City of Wick- 
liffe and also has branches in 
Texas, Canada and England. 
Lubrizol celebrated its 25th 
anniversary during Ohio Ses- 
quicentennial year. The firm 
makes chemicals known as 
additives for use in lubricat- 
ing oils and greases, 
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James Abram Garfield, 20th 
President of the United 
States, though born in Cuy- 
hoga County, moved to Men- 
tor in 1877 after having 
been elected to the House of 
Representatives. An assassin’s 
bullet cut short his career in 
1881. after only eight 
months in the White House. 
Garfield's life exemplifies the 
early rugged virtues of the 
pioneer who rose to success 
by hard work and persever- 
ance to an ideal. The new 
Garfield Center Building on 
the Lake Erie campus in 
Painesville is in memory of 
this man who was a dear 
friend to this college. Today 
this center is dedicated to the 
advancement of educational- 
community relations and the 
furtherance of an understand- 
ing among society of princi- 
ples of life that tend toward 
a better America, 
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In the rear of the Garfield 
Home in Mentor stands a log 
cabin replica of the birthplace 
of James Garfield which was 
located at the corner of SOM 
Center and Jackson Roads in 
Orange Township, Cuyahoga 
County. The actual birth- 
place was destroyed sometime 


before 1854, 


Lawnfield, the home of Pres- 
ident Garfield, is located at 
1059 Mentor Avenue, in 
Mentor. It was opened as a 
public shrine on August 23, 
1936 under the auspices of 
the Western Reserve Histori- 
cal Society. It houses many 
early items of interest collect- 
ed from throughout Lake 
County which may be viewed 
by the public from 9 a. m. 
to 5:30 p. m. daily, from 
May Ist to November Ist. 
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Scill a direc road as late as 
1891, Mentor Avenue today 
bears no resemblance to the 
sleepy through-road of yes- 
teryear, Now known as U. 
S. Route 20, it carries one of 
the heaviest burdens of vehi- 
cular traffic of any highway 
in the nation. Besides much 
local traffic, it serves as a key 
expressway from the eastern 
hubs of commerce of New 
York and Boston to west- 
ern manufacturing centers of 
Detroit and Chicago. 
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Mentor Village Hall serves as 
community headquarters and 
houses the office of the 
present Mayor, Mrs, Eleanor 
Garfield, whose name is 
closely associated with the 
history of the village. At 
one time this edifice did extra 
duty as a school house, 
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Public Square in Painesville 
back in 1846 looked some- 
thing like this — with three 
prominent church buildings 
dominating the etching made 
in that day. The city was 
originally laid out in 1805 in 
much the same pattern as 
New England towns with a 
park area in its center, 
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Oxen carts are not only asso- 
ciated with foreign lands. 
Here is a photo taken about 
1841 from the south side of 
Main Street in Painesville 
showing this method of 
transportation was used on 
marketing day in ‘“‘the city.” 
This section was destroyed by 
fire before the Civil War. 
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This well-staged ‘‘action 
photo of the Union Fence 
Factory, located in Painesville 
was taken by a Cleveland 
photographer prior to the 
Civil War, This plant was 
reported founded by a man 
named Adams abour 1840. 
A few of this ornate fences 
can still be found around 
older homes in many Ohio 
communities. though most of 
them have long since been 
scrapped.

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“Everyone turned out’ for 
the laying of the cornerstone 
of the Parmly Hotel on 
Painesville City Park in 
1864. Later known for 
awhile as the Stockwell 
House, this building has long 
served both travelers and lo- 
cal people. Note the horse- 
drawn station wagon used to 
carry tourists to and from the 
railroad depot. 
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Before the adyent of the au- 
tomobile, popular mode of 
travel was by some _ horse- 
drawn vehicle. On the day 
this photograph was taken in 
downtown Painesville, Mr, 
Stiverson wheeled out all his 
carriages, buggies and wagons 
for display in front of his 
place of business and posed 
himself for the occasion, 
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Lake County Infirmary as it 
looked to an artist’s eye in 
preparing this sketch which 
appeared in an 1878 publica- 
tion, Present superintendent 
of the infirmary, located just 
off Route 84 (Middle Ridge 
Road) on the eastern limits 
of Painesville, is Mr. J. W. 
Patterson. A total of 23 
older folks are housed here. 
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Abbott's Mill, on the north 
side of Main Street between 
Mill Street and Grand River 
in Painesville houses one of 
the vanishing list of indus- 
tries powered by electric gen- 
erated by the dam’s turbines. 
The first mill on the present 
site was built in 1807. Sev- 
eral times destroyed by flood 
and fires, today’s four-story 
Structure was erected during 


the 1860’s, 


The Circus Parade signaled 
the coming of ‘‘a great day’”’ 
for all, especially the young- 
sters of every community a- 
cross the country. Here comes 
the old steam cahiope up 
Main Street, Painesville, a 
nostalgic sight for many who 
“wish we were kids again.’ 
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A century-old landmark in 
Grand River Village (form- 
erly known as Richmond). is 
the elevator and warehouse on 
the banks of the Grand River, 
Much of this structure is un- 
usually constructed of large 
14-inch planks — laid flat- 
wise! Thus comes its strength 
to hold heavy pressure of 
stored grains. It is now the 
property of the A. E. Staley 
Co., soy bean processors. 
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Immediately east of the Meth- 
odist Church on North Park 
Place, Painesville, stood this 
typical town house, once the 
Dr. Church residence. It was 
razed to provide a site for a 
postoffice building which 
has since become the location 
of the Sears-Roebuck 6 Com- 
pany department store. 
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Moodey’s Hall was the orig- 
inal name of this downtown 
structure which still stands 
on the southwest corner of 
Main and State Sts., Paines- 
ville. This line drawing was 
reproduced from a hundred- 
year-old map of Lake Co. 
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Popular congregation point 
for the town ‘‘philosophers’”’ 
of a yesteryear was the Lake 
Shore and Michigan South- 
ern Railway Station in 
Painesville, now the site of 
the New York Central Sta-

OHIO'S FLAG — THE 17TH STAR 


The Ohio flag made its appearance in 1901 on 
the Ohio. building of the Pan-American Exposition 
at Buffalo. It was not legally recognized until 
May 9, 1902. ‘The flag is in form of.a pennant 
with 17 five-point stars in a blue field surrounding 
a white circle with a red center. There are three 
red and two white stripes. The white circle sug- 
gests the name Ohio and the 17 stars signify that 
Ohio was the 17th’state to enter the Union, . The 
red center represents the buckeye. The 37th 
Division of the AEF adopted the “‘O” in the blue 
field with a red center as its chevron. The Ohio 
flag. was designed by John Eisenmann, architect of 
the Ohio building at the Pan-American Exposition.
